This treaty was accom­ 
plished by im agreem ent prohibiting |M laglc 
sealing {lending the arbitration, and a vig­ 
orous effort was made during tiffs season to 
drive out all poaching sealers from the Ber­ 
ing sea. Six naval vessels, three revenue 
cutters aiel oue vessels from the fish com­ 
mission, all under the command of Com­ 
m ander Evans, of the navy, w ere scut Into 
the sea. which was system atically patrolled. 
Some seizures were made, and it I s believed 
th a t the catch (u the Bering sea by p o sh e r* 
am ounted to less than 7<J0 heals.

Erie shareholder* 
brought suit to restrain the directors from 
issuing any mar** stock. The complainants 
asked for the appointm ent of a receiver. 
This request was granted by th.* appoint­ 
m ent of Jay Gould himself. W ith th*- con­ 
sent of Judge Barnard, Gould bought and 
canceled 200,(XM) shares. A corner was en- 
gineeered in Erie stock about this tim e and 
In one day Its price rose from 40 to 60. A 
panic was averted by the action of tin* sec­ 
retary of the treasury, who released enough 
money from the subtreasury to relieve the 
strain. Erie immediately fell from (Jo to 42. 
and It was thought Gould was ruined. But 
he was able to weather the storm. Contin­ 
ued efforts were made by Gould's oppo­ 
nents to oust him and his faction from Erie 
control, and he wa* deposed from the presi­ 
dency, and John A. Dix elected in his stead. 
Gould still remained one of the directors. 
Au attem pt was made by Gould In 1S69 to 
corner all the gold in the country. Fifty 
millions of dollars was the price aimed at. 
The price of gold In March of that year was 
1301-4, the lowest in three year*. Gould 
tau g h t $7,000.0000 worth at 132 and put nj. 
the price to 140. A few day* later gold rose 
to 144. On S,*pt. 24. 
T h e famous “black 
Friday." Gould unloaded his holdings, and 
sold a large part of his gold at IOO. A little 
tafore noon an order came from W ashing­ 
ton to ***11 $4,000,000 of gobi from the sub­ 
tly anury. The corner collapsed and hun­ 
dreds of business men and speculators were 
ruined.

errand more th an a mile distant, con­ 
sequently h er cries wrere unl\ea d.

As tile relatives o f the convicts are not 
allowed to live on the island itself, they, 
have to do the beftthey can in Nikolaevsk, 
where the G overnm ent bas erected a bar­ 
rack, in which they have to herd like cat­ 
tle. 
At fixed intervals they ar# allowed to 
cross over to the bland ami jiay a brief 
visit to their friends, 
but this is always 
done under the strictest regulations, and 
the utm ost vigilance is exercised by those 
in com m aud. 
Nikolaevsk itself is sh u t off frctn tbs 
test of the world, and 
the inhabitants 
know' nothing o f w hat is going on else­ 
where. 
Tile original 'e ttiers in the place 
are a low* type o f people, wrho, during the 
sum ut' r, spend their tim e iii fishing, and 
hibernate during the winter, when the 
clim ate is so severe and the snowstorm s so 
terrible that Hie is well-nigh insupport­ 
able. 
On arriving at this place Rachel felt th at 
lier journey wa* practically ended, and a 
feverish anxiety to get news of her father 
rook possession of her; but site could bear 
nothing, and when site applied at the B u­ 
reau (or inform ation she wa* told she must 
wait.

A treaty providing fop the aphjtratiou pf 
the dUpute between Ui'eftt Britain *ud the 
United Stales as to the killing of seals in 
the Beriug sea was eoucluded on the 29th 
of February last. This treaty was accom­ 
plished by an agreement prohibiting p* lagic 
sealing [tending the arbitration, ami a vig­ 
orous effort was made during this season to 
drive out ail poaching sealers from the Ber­ 
ing sea. 
Six naval vessels, three revenue 
cutters and oue vessels from the fish com­ 
mission, all under the command of Com­ 
mander Evans, of the navy, were scut into 
the sea, which was system atically patrolled. 
Some seizures were made, and it'ls believed 
that the catch ju the Bering sea by pogebefs 
amounted to b'ss than 7fj0 seals. 
It la true, 
however, that th the ^ortli I’ucjHc, while 
th« seal herds were oq their way to the 
passes between the Aleutian islands, a very 
large number, probably 45.600, were taken. 
The existing statutes of the United States do 
not restrain our citizens from taking seals 
in the Pacific ocean, and perhaps should not 
unless the prohibition can be extended to 
the citizens of other nations. I recommend 
that power be given to tbe president, by 
proclamation, to iprohibit the taking of seals 
in the Not th Pacific by American vessels, 
so that, regardless of the result of findings 
of the tribunal of arbitration or otherwise, 
the restraints can be applied to the vessels 
of all eountriCs. The ca.4e of fhe United 
Stat* k for the tribunal of arbitration has 
beeu prepared with great Cure and ihdustry 
by Hou.

PASApIAN qUrSTION8. 
During the past year 3 suggestion was re­ 
ceived from The British minister that the 
Caflud|uu guveenqjetit would like tu oofiter M 
to the possibility of enlarging upou terms of 
mutual advautuge to advance the commercial 
exchaugt-s of Canada and of the United 
States, and a conference was held, with Mr. 
Blaine acting for tfiis goverumeut uud the 
British minister at tfiis capital umi three 
members of the dooiiniou cabinet acting us 
commissioners on the part of Great Britain. 
The conference developed the faet that the 
Canadian goverumeut was only prepared to 
offer of the United States, iu exchuuge for 
the concessions asked, the admission of nat­ 
ural products. The statem ent was fraukly 
made that favored rates could not be given 
to the United States as against the mother 
country.

That question 
is wholly with her own people. 
It is time 
for us, however, to consider whether, if 
the present state of things ami trend of 
things is to continue, our exchaug** upon 
lines of land transportation should not be 
put upou a different basis, and our entire 
independence of Cauadlun canals and of the 
Kt. Lawrence, us an outlet to the sea se­

Chilean government in a most friendly ami 
houurable spirit has tendered and paid as au 
indemnity to the fam ilies of the sailors of 
the Baltimore who were killed ami to those 
who were Injured in the outbreak in the city 
of Valparaiso the stint of $75,660. This has 
been accepted, mo only as an indemnity f<>r 
a wrong done, but us a m<»«t gratifying evl- 
dem-e that the government of Chile rightly 
appreciates the disposition of this govern­ 
ment to act in a spirit of absolute fairness 
ami friendliness in our iutert-ourse with that 
brave people. A further and conclusive evi­ 
dence of the mutual respc-t ami confidence 
now existing Is furnished by the fact that a 
convention subm itting to arbitration the mu­ 
tual claim s of the citizens of the r«m>pe< tlve 
governm ents has l>een agreed upon.

The work of the interior department, al­ 
ways very burdensome, has been larger than 
ever before during the administration of 
Secretary Noble. 
The 
disability 
pension 
law. 
taking of the - eleventh tvueus. 
the 
opening of vast areas of Indian lands to set­ 
tlement, tbe organization of Oklahoma und 
the negotiations for the cession of Indian 
lands, furnish some of the particulars of the 
Increased work; and the results achieve! 
testify to the ability, fidelity and Indus;ry of 
the head of the department and his efficient 
assistants. 
Several 
iuqsutant 
agreement* 
for the cession of Indian lauds negotiated 
by the commission appointed under the act 
of March 2. 1889. are awaiting the action of 
congress. 
Perhaps the most importunt of 
these is that for the cession of the Cherokee 
strip. 
This regiou has been the source of 
great vexation to the executive department, 
and friction ang great unrest to settlers who 
desire to occupy it and the Indians who as­ 
sert title. The agreement which hits beeu 
made by the commission 
is perhaps the 
most satisfactory that could 
have 
been 
reached. 
It will be noticed that it Is con­ 
ditioned ttjsui Its ratification by congress be­ 
fore March 4, 1S93. The secretary of the in­ 
terior. who has given the subject very care­ 
ful thought, recommends the ratification of 
the agreement, and I am Inclined to follow 
his recommendation. Certain it is that some 
action hy which this controversy shall tm 
brought to an end and these lands opeOed to 
settlem ent 1* urgent. 
The form of government provided by con­ 
gress on May w . 1884, for Alaska was, in Its 
frame and purj>ose. temporary. The Increase 
of population and the development of soute 
important mining and commercial Interests 
make It luqierative that the law be revised 
and better provision made for the arrest and 
punishment of criminals.

The court of private laud claim*, estab­ 
lished by congress for the promotion of this 
jiolley of speedily settling contested land 
titles, is making satisfactory progress in its 
work, aud when the work is completed a 
great Impetus will be given to the develop­ 
ment of 
those 
regions where 
unsettled 
claims under Mexican grants have so long 
exercised their repressive influence. 
When 
ail results are added, the enormous cessions 
of Indian lauds which have been opened to 
settlem ent, aggregating during this admin­ 
istration nearly 26,006,660 acres and the 
agreem ents negotiated and now pending iu 
congress for ratification, by which al*iut 
ten million additional acre* will Is- opened 
to settlem ent, it will l»e seen how much has 
Ix-eu accomplished. 
The report of the commissioner of pen­ 
sion*. to which extended notice i» given by 
tlra s*-iretar} of tue Interior in bis r<-is»rt, 
will attract great attention. Judged by the 
aggregate amount of Work done, the last 
year has been the greatest in the history 
of the office. 
1 believe that the organization 
of the officers Is efficient and that the work 
bas been done wltb fidelity. The passage of 
what is known as the disability bill, has, us 
was foreseen, very largely Increased the an­ 
nual di*bur*emeuts to the disabled veterans 
of tbe civil war.

In 185!* Jay Gould entered Wall *treet as 
a broker.

.vear be entered the firm of Smith & Martin, 
and became an expert in the handling of 
railroad securities. During the civil 
war 
Erie" railway stock went down to bed-rock, 
and Gould liought It for a song. 
He allied 
himself with 
I raided Drew and prevented 
) ommodorc Vanderbilt from cornering Erie 
Interests. Gould rapidly became the* leading 
spirit of the Erie railway company, in July. 
18457. Gould was made president o? the road. 
He also purchased a controlling Interest In 
)l»c Tenth National bank. Erie shareholder* 
brought suit to restrain the directors from 
Issuing any more st<* k. The complainant* 
asked for the appointment of a receiver. 
This reuuest was granted by the appoint­ 
ment of Jay Gould himself. 
With tin* con­ 
sent of Judge Barnard, Gould bought and 
canceled 2)16,4*60 shares. 
A corner was en- 
gineeered In Erie stock about this time and 
In one day its price rose from 46 to 410.

panic was averted by the action of the ree- 
letary of the treasury, who released enough 
money from the subtreasury to relieve the 
strain.

and it was thought Gouhl was ruined.

.the ineini ers of the artel draw lots as to 
Iwho sh all kill him , ami very rare:y indeed 
.does the man w hose lot it is to do tlrs shirk 
it. 
These s etet societies som etim es have 
m ost exten sive ran ificntions, and a man 
proving false to the confidence and trust 
E p o-ed in him w ould be killed, though it 
m ight not be until years after the offense 
was com m itted. 
It is eeldoni indeed a 
traitor to the artel can escape its vengeance. 
O f course the authorities are not ignor­ 
ant o f the existence of these secret socie­ 
ties. but th ey cannot suppress them , al­ 
though they try; and it is so very rarely 
that a pu m ber of tlie artel turns trader 
that the 'authorit esc <n g« t no inform ation. 
A lthou gh a union p i this kind gajinot effec t 
the r e l e a s e pf- njl its members, it can and 
does aid individual espapps, ami jt has 
power to am eliorate tjto cpptf tipn to a 
large extent o an exile party. 
W hen the party from 
Kara o f which

been formed.

Hhc talked of the m ar tim e when they 
w ould affect their escape, and, reaching 
som e land where there were just law s and 
n hnman'c Governm ent; w ould yet know 
jiappipcss.

where the G overnm ent has erected a bar­ 
rack, in w hich tnev haye to herd lik e cat­ 
tle.

but this is alw ays 
clone under the strictest regulations, und 
the utm ost vigilance is exercised by those 
iu cotnm aud. 
N ikolaevsk itself is sh u t off from the 
iest of the world, and 
the inhabitants 
know noth in g o f w hat is goin g on else­ 
where. 
The original -ettiers in the place 
are a low type o f people, who, during the 
M iinnvr, spend their tim e in fishing, and 
hibernate during the winter, w hen the 
clim ate is so severe and the snow storm s so 
terrible that lile is w ell-n igh insupport­ 
able. 
On arriving at this place Rachel felt that 
her journey w ai practically ended, and a 
feverish an xiety to get new s o f her father 
took possession o f her; but sh e could hear 
nothing, and when sh e applied at the B u ­ 
reau tor inform ation she wa< told sh e must 
wait.
